The material facts connected With Lovejoy’s mar¬ 
tyrdom, so often have they been examined, arc set¬ 
tled past controversy. Mr. Dill’s bias seemed to us 
so evident as to be quite harmless, and we published 
his statement for its details, which, true or other¬ 
wise, could not affect the merits of the case, yet had 
apparently historic interest, especially as given 
oyer his own. i /name and with the claim 
of an eye witnl^k. ,We cannot see liow 
fairness would “ rule out ” the testimony 
of a witness thus coming forward.

At a meeting held in this city on the 25th of November, of 
persons favorable to the erection of a Monument to Elijah P. 
Lovejoy, the undersigned were appointed a committee, with 
discretionary power, to take such steps as we rpight deem neces¬ 
sary to secure tho permanent organization of a Monument As¬ 
sociation. 

In the prosecution of this purpose, we address this circular 
to the old friends of Mr. Lovejoy; to those who sympathized 
with his efforts to maintain the free discussion of Shivery; and 
to the crowd of witnesses who have risen in these latter days, 
to bear testimony against the sin and curse of our nation. 

We appeal to you, whether old or new friends of the doctrine 
of Freedom for all men, to join us in the erection of a suitable 
testimonial to the memory of the “ first American Martyr to 
the Freedom of the Press and the Freedom of the Slave.” 

It is proposed by the committee to call a meeting at Alton, 
about the first of February, of the friends of this enterprise at 
home and in other States, and to proceed to organize a Lovejoy 
Monument Association, with corporate powers and suitable 
officers; and then to proceed to execute the work in a manner 
worthy of its purpose. 

Before taking further action however, we respectfully invite 
the counsel and co-operation of friends of the undertaking, and 
will bo thankful to receive any suggestions by letter or other¬ 
wise, they may have to offer.
